And 
then he refers me to the Craft/man, Vol. 1V. p. 140, 
where he fays, the Advantages which Queen Eliza- 
beth received from Court Fattions, FR thigt Adminifira- 
tion, ave particularly explain’ d. win 

Tuat Queen Elizabeth might receive Advantages 
from Court Faétions, nobody will difpute ; but there- 
fore that it is a wife and prudent Meaftire for any 
Prince to encoutagé fuch Faétions, and to promote 
perpetual Broils and Diffentions among his Minifters, 
does by no means follow. A Prince may receive 
Advantages from a Civil War or a Rebellion ; is he 
therefore to encourage Civil Wars and Rebellion? 
And becaufe a Thing was once right in fome par- 
ticular Conjuncture, or under fome particular Cig 
cumftances, is that any Reafon that it fhould always 
be fo ? and that the fame Meafure ought to be purfued 


_in a different Conjunéture, or under different Circum- 


ftances?. Even wrong Meafures have fometimes 
turned to Advantage; but I prefiume that will not be 
allowed to be any Argument why wrong Meafures 
fhould be followed : And if I may be at Liberty to 
fpeak my Opinion of this Matter, I muft fairly own, 
that I think Queen Elizabeth, with refpect to her 
Court Fa@ions, refined a little too much in her Poli- 
ticks, notwithftanding Mr. D’Anvers is for fetting 


them up as a Pattern for all fucceeding Princes to 


copy after. : 
"For what was the Confequence of her fomenting 
Divifions among her Minifters; or, as the Paper 
cited by Mr. D*Ancvers expreffes it, of her Playing 
Cecil againft Leicefer, and Effex againft Cecil, but a 
Plot to dethrone her, carry’d on by fome Perfons of 
the greateft Figure and Diftinétion ? And which, if 
it had been as well conducted, as it was werfully 
fupported, muft, in all Probability, have fucceeded ; 
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the King of Scitlend, after James the Firft, being 
himielf deeply concern’d in ic? And what did her 
Court Fattions end in, but the Death of the Earl of 
Effex ? By which the loft not only her own Peace of 
Mind, .but,*in fome Meafure, thar Popularity which 
was one of the darling Paflions of her Heart, and 
which the had, by fo many various Ways, been all 
her ‘Reign endeavouring to obtain.. And Osborn 
himfelf fays, from whom Mr. D*Anvers took his EG 
fay on Court Fattions, that after the Death of that 
Lord, the Queen prefaging, by a Multitude of Tears 
jhed for him, the great Drought wai likely to appear im 
the L’yes of her Subjects, when the Hand that figned the 
Wearvant for it ould be cut off, fell into a deep Afelan- 
choly, «hereof fhe died not long after. 

bur befides this, the End for which Mr. D’4- 
vers fays fhe promoted thefe Cort Faftions, whieh 
was to prevent any one of her Minifters from grow- ~ 
ing too great for the reft, and to keep the Ballance be- 
tween then as jhe pleafed, was deteated, by the very 
Steps that fhe took to accompiifh it; and fhe became, 
at laft, loft in her onw Politicks. For fhe play'd ome 
ag againft another fo lohg, that t was no longer in 
her Power to keep the Ballance even; their Animofities 
having been carry'd to fuch a Length, as could pof- 
fibly end in nothing but the Deftructicn of one or 
other of them ; for there could be found no other 
Medium. Anfithus by her too great Refinement in 
Politicks, fhe fell into the very Snare which fhe en- 
deavour’d to avoid ; which, according to Mr. D’ Ane 
vers, was having the Adminiftration of Affairs vefted 
in one Man: For Ceci/ having got the berter of all 
his Competitors, became her tole Minifter, without a 
Rival ; if that ought to be confider’d as any Mif- 
fortune to her, which I really think it ought not. 

Nor would it have made any Difference in the 
Cafe, with Regard to the Power of Cecil, if jhe bad 
not fuffer’d Eilex to have been bebeaded ; for the Queen's 
Ufage of him, had drove him totake fuch Meafures, 
as if he had efcap’d with Life, muft have fo effedtw 
ally ruin’d him, in all other Refpeéts, that he could 
never appear again in publick Affairs; nor could the 
Queen, confiftent with her Honour or Prudence, 
permit.him fo to do ; nor did Cecil arrive at the prin- 
cipal Direétion of Affairs, by Cabals, Intrigues, or 
the Force of Faétion, but by fuperior Merit only ; 
and Osborn himfelt exprefly fays, That after Effex was 
laid by, the total Management of State Affairs fell to 
Sir Robert Cecil in Rigkt of Wifdor. 

But Mr. D’ Ancers fays, that after Effex was be- 
headed, nobody being left great enough to make a Stand 
againf[ tte Cecil Party, who now grew abjolute, the 
Glory of ker Reign continued to decline with ber Years. 

‘Yue Earl of Effex was beheaded on the 25th of 
February, 1601, and the Queen died on the 2gth of 
March, 1603 ; fo that there was very little more than 
two Years between the Death of one and the other ; 
and therefore, even fuppofing that her Gl. ry continued 
to decline with ber Years, it could not decline in any 
very extraordinary Degree, in that fhort Space of 
Time ; the having reigned Forty Three Years before 
the Death of Effex, and but a little above Two Years 
after. 

But I cannot imagine what Foundation this Gen- 
tleman has to fay, That the Glory of her Reign de- 
clined after the Death of that Lord ; or, thac if ic 
did decline, it was ewing to Cecil. 

Cecit is univerfally allowed to have been a Man 
of great Capacity, and a very able Minifter ; and, pere 
haps, inferior to no onc that ever Queen Elizabeth took 
into herCabinet. He was, certainly, infinitely fuperior 
to the Earl of Efex ; and, therefore, why his Death, 
and the Adminiftration of Affairs being in the Hands 
of Cecil, fhould occafion the Decline of ber Glory, for 

my Part, I own I cannot comprehend; bur the 
Fat is otherwife, She, indeed, did nor ftand f 
well in the Affections of her Subjetts, as the had 
done before the Earl’s Death ; and thro’ the Concern 
which that gave her, added to her great Age, fhe 
certainly did decline in her Health and Spirits ; but 
fhe did not, asever I could learn, decline at ail in ber 


’ Glory. 


For it was after the Death of that Earl, that 
fhe made that famous Speech abous A/onopelies, 
which was fo highly applauded, and fo grateful to 
the whole Natien, that the Houfe of Commons 
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eranted her the largeft — that ever had been 

igen her during her long Keign. 7 
’ i: was atcer his Death re. the Warin Ireland 
was catried on with fuch Succefs, and fo much greater 
than it had ever been before, that Zi oem, tho” he 
had reccived confiderable Supplies from Spain, ae 

he was utterly routed, and the Span General that 

came to his Affiftance o€liged co capitulate, and re- 
‘turn, withyall Kis*Forces, to Spain ; and Tir-oen 
himlelfyefootf-after, was compeli’d to fubmit, and 
to throw himfelf upon the Queen’s Mercy. 

Arrer the Death of Effex, fhe obtained feveral 
Victories by Sea againft tne Spaniards. Sir Robert 
Manfjel, with two or three Men of War defeated Spi- 
nola, the Spanijb Admiral, funk two of his Ships, and 
took one, and he was obliged to retire with the Re- 
mainder into STuys. 

Many ae Aétions of her’s might likewife be 
enumerated, which make it evident, that her Glory 
was fo far from declining with her Years, after the 
Death of the Earl of Effex, and during the fole Ad- 
miniftration of Cecil, as Mr. D’ Anvers affirms, that, 
on the contrary, her Glory was advanc’d to a greater 
Height, as much as it was poffible to be in fo {mall a 
Space of Time.

Mean Time, 

the Perfian Ambaffador at Petersburg has not only 

communicated the late Treaty with the Turks to the 

Guatina, but fatisfy’d her, that the Secret Articles 

propos'd by the Grand Seignior tothe new Sophy, 

relate only to the Affairs of Afia, without any the 

leaft Clauie prejudicial to her Court or Country. Ie 

feems, however, that thofe Articles are not at all 
relifh'd by the Sophy. 

Cardinal Cofcia is return’d to Rome, and has 
taken wp hisold Quarters, as a Prifoner, in the Caftle 
of St. Angelo. 

The Evacuation of Tufcany may now be faid to 
be performing in good Earneft, the Duke de Mon- 
temar having, upon the Reccipt of the laft Difpatches 
from Spain, not only declar’d to the Spanith Officers 
then with him,’ That all Difficulties betwixt the Spa- 
nith and Imperial Courts were accommodated, but 
drawn off the Spanith Troops from the Frontiers of 
that Dutchy ; and thereby given an Opportunity to 
the German Troops to take their Places when they 

leafe. ‘The Terms agreed to are, the Guaranty of 
Naples and Sicily to the King Don Carlos by the 
Emperor ; that King’s, and the King of Spain's 
Guaranty of Parma and Placentia to the Emperor ; 
and as for Tufcany, “tis agreed, that the refpeétive 
Powers fhall guarantee that Dutchy to the Houfe of 
Lorain, in che general Treaty of Peace. Purfuant 
to this, the Duke de Montemar was at Leghorn the 
2d Inftant, to give Orders for the Spanith Troops to 
embark. 

The thtee Towns of the Empire are alfo to be 
exchanged forthwith againft the Dutchy of Bar; and 
the Dutchy of Lorain, again that of Tufcany, by 
Virtue of the Agreement made at Vienna on the 7th 
Infant, between the Imperial, French, and Spanith 
Courts. 

The Neapolitan Court propofes to make one of the 
beft Ports in Europe, at Naples, and to form a nu- 
merous Fleet for joining that of Spain in cafe of Ne- 
ceffiry ; but “ris calculated, that the faid Harbour 
catmot be finifhed in kefs than 5 Years, and that ir 
will cof 70,000 Ducats a Month. 

The Infanta of whom the Princefs of Brafil was 
lately delivered at Lisbon, was baptized there on the 
zoth ule. in Prefence of their Majefties, the whole 
Court, &c. by the Patriarch of that City; and ‘gs 

_ remarkable, that notwithftanding the Differencés 
with the Court of Spain, Don Pedro, the 2d Prince
